McHale and his associates say they 
would will Costello for not serving 
them whisky, saying, ‘“‘We’ll get 
the — — when he goes home.” 

Woman’s Testimony in Case. 

After an- evening of intensive 
rowdyism, featured by the baiting 
of policemen and insults to passing 
women, they. finally pulled Costello 
from his automobile after he had 
closed his saloon, she said. 

The witness declared they 
knocked Costello down, beat and 
kicked him and that one of the 
men should “knife him, knife him.” 
Costello finally got to his feet and 
she heard several shots. 

Her testimony was confirmed in 
essentials by Joseph Calvert, Cos- 
tello’s bartender, and by Michael 
Russell of 4952 St. Louis avenue, 
who was on the corner waiting for 
acar.

Grand Monarch of Masonic

GERMAN CARDINAL 
FEARED MISQUOJING? 


Wartime Experience Caused 
Von Faulhaber to Hide 
Identity in New York. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 15.—While 
hundreds of the lesser dignitaries 
of the Roman Catholic church were 
arriving here from abroad on their 
way to the Eucharistic Congress in 
Chicago, which p€égins Sunday, the 
roster of visiting Cardinals from 
abroad became complete with the 
arrival here under a rigidly pre- 
served incognito of Michael Cardi- 
nal von Faulhaber. He arrived as 
Herr Prof. Dr. B. Michaelis, wear- 
ing the costume of an ordinary 
priest. 

To keep his identity hidden 
throughout the voyage, the Cardi- 
nal did not wear the Cardinal’s 
rmg nor the purple about his col- 
lar. None of the passengers and 
few of the ship’s officers knew that 
he was any more than the simple 
professor he professed to be. It 
was incorrectly reported Sunday 
that Cardinal von Faulhaber had 
arrived here. 

His desire to slip into the coun- 
try with as little notice as possible 
was explained by officials of the 


Eucharistic Congress here to be the 
result of his having been misquot- 
ed in some newspapers during his | 
visit here in the spring of 1928. 
At that time he was quoted as 
having described the sinking of 
the Lusitania by the Germans dur- 
ing the war as a “crime.’’ Because 
of his position as Archbishop of 
Munich, Bavaria, the quotation 
caused a mild furor in Germany. 
When he returned ‘to that country | 
he denied he had_ said such a’! 
thing. Instead, he said, he had, 
called the sinking of the Lusitania 
a “mistake.’’ Father von Faul-. 
haber has been quoted in dispatches 
from abroad as having criticised | 
the German republic and the over- | 
throw of the Kaiser's Goverhment. | 
He received the Iron Cross from 
the Kaiser during the war. 
Knowing Cardinal von Faul- 
haber’s wish to avoid any cere- 
mony upon his arrival, no delega- 
tion was sent by Cardinal Hayes 
to meet him. Instead the day was! 
devoted to the informal entertain- 
ment of the eight Cardinals from | 


him. Their leader, Giovanni Car- 
dinal Bonzano, papal legate to the 
congress, remained most of the 
day resting on the estate of Nich- 
olas F. Brady, in Roslyn, L. I. At] 
dinner last night, he and the 13 
members of his papal suite were 
entertained at dinner by Mr. and 
Mrs. Brady, the only other Amert- 
can present being Bishop: Edward 
F. Hoban of Chicago. 

In the morning he celebrated 
mags at the Brady home while six | 
of the prelates were conducting | 
mass in the temporary chapel on | 
the eighteenth floor of Hotel Van- | 
derbilt. For luncheon, Cardinal | 
Bonzano came into the city by at- 
tomohbile to be the guest of Cardi- 
nal Hayes. 

For the rest of the Cardinals the 
day was one of informal visits to 
churches and other places in the 
city which they wished to see.

EXECUTED AND BURIED’ 


Minority of Trade Commission 
Charges Bakery Case Was" 
“Railroaded.”’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—A 
charge that the Federal Trade 
Commission’s dismissal of its anti- 
trust complaint against the Conti- 
nental Baking Corporation was 
“railroaded” by the majority mem. 
bers “within about 15 minutes,” 
and that Chairman Nugent of the 
commission was not even given 
time to read over the documents 
upon which the Commission’s ac- 
tion was based, is made in a dis- 
senting opinion made _ public by 
Commissioners Thompson and Nu- 
gent. 

The dismissal effected some time 
ago was brought about, the dissent- 
ing opinion says, to allow the filing 
of the consent decree in Federal 
Céurt at Baltimore dissolving the 
Ward Food Products Co. The mi- 
nority members of the Commission 
also charge that this decree left 
“William B.’ Ward, his former em- 
ployes, intimate friends and busi- 
ness associates.in controd of the 
Ward, Continental and General 
3aking Corporations, the three 
largest in the country.” 

Quoting from a recent speech by 
President Coclidge urging obedi- 
ence to law, the opinion said that 
it was “evident that the Attorney- 
General and Commissioners Hunt 
and Humphrey, who were appoint- 
ed by President Coolidge, and Com- 
missioner Van Fleet, are not in ac- 
cord with the statements of the 
President on law enforcement.” 

“As public officials, they are, to 
quote the President, ‘charged with 
the execution of the law,’ and so 
far as the Continental is concerned, 
they not only. executed Section 7 of 
the Clayton act, but they buried it, 
‘unwept, unhonored and unsung.’” 

The opinion quotes the statement 
made to the Commission by Chair- 
man Nugent when the ecomplaint 
was dismissed, in which he charged 
the Commission with hasty action. 

*“‘Let the record show,” the state- 
ment said, “that I dissent particu- 
jarly from the action of the major- 
ity members of the Commission in 
railroading this matter. through 
within about 15 minutes, withe«t 
giving me an opportunity, whith I 
requasted,.to examine the memor- 
andum of the chief counsel and 
the proposed consent décree, not- 
withstanding I stated I would be 
ready to act tomorrow. The pro- 
posed decree upon which the -f- 
der of the majority is based hs 
not been read for the @nformation 
of the Commission.” 

“Kollowing this statement,”’ the 
opinion says, “Commissioners 
Van Fleet and Humphrey insisted 
that the decree be read, whrre- 
upon the secretary read a memor- 
andum by the chief counsel cetting 
out ‘what purpogted to be a por- 
tion of the consent decree.’ ” 

Calls Action Unprecedented. 

“The majority commissioners 
would not allow Chairman Nugent 
at his request, even 24 hours in 
which to examine said memoran- 
dum and consent decree which were 
presented to the Commissfon on 
Wriday, April 2, for the first time. 
Never before in the history of th: 
Commission, under like circum- 
stances, has such a request on the 
part of.the commissioner been 
denied.”’

ARICA, Chile, June 15.—A pleb- 
iscite to determine the question of 
the suzerainty of the provinces of 
Tacna and Arica, claimed by Chile 
and Peru, is declared impossible in 
a resolution adopted by the Plebis- 
citary Commission, which charged 
Chile had placed hindrances in the 
way of free and honest vote. 

The crisis in the situation came 
yesterday when the commission 
took action on the resolution in- 
troduced by Gen. Lassiter, the 
American chairman, declaring that 
(“hile had frustrated the award of 
the arbitrator and that therefore a 
plebiscite was impracticable. 

Both Gen. Lassiter and Augustin 
Edwards, head of the Chilean dele- 
gation, spoke. Gen. Lassiter went 


/at great length to sustain the legal- 


ity of his proposal to end the sit- 
tings. Senor Edwards took the op- 
posite viewpoint, asserting that the 
Plebiscitary Commission did not 


with the knowledge and implied 
approval of the Chilean authori- 
ties, but in many cases with their 
connivance, evidenced by failure to 
restrain the criminal activities of 
certain so-called patriotic and po- 
litical organizations, whose opera- 
tions have been accompanied by 
unmistakable evidence of official 
support and approval. 

Arbiter’s Award Frustrated. 

“The hopes of mankind are fas- 
tened upon arbitration as a means, 
perhaps the only means now 
available, for settling disputes be- 
tween nations and preventing the 
desolation of war. But even these 
considerations could not justify me 
in losing my eyes to the truth or 
in deliberately sanctioning a pro- 
ceeding which I am convinced by 
force of indisputable evidence 
would have been not only in con- 
flict with the award of the arbitra- 
tor, but contrary to the agreement 
for a plebiscite not violative of the 
rights of one of the nations con- 
cerned.

An alternative plan to the one suggested by the Chamber of 
Commerce Terminals Committee for exchange of uses of Eads and 
Municipal bridges has been suggested to Mayor Miller by William 
Cotter, president of the Manufacturers’ Railway. 

It is that Eads Bridge be freed of vehicular tolls and that the 
city pay annually to the Terminal Railroad a sum equal to the aver- 
age net return the Terminal has had from tolls in the last five years. 

That the Municipal Bridge be opened to the Terminal—and all 
other railroads—and that each road pay on a proportionate per car 


basis. 


The per car charge would be determined by dividing the total 


carrying cost of the bridge by the number of cars passing Over it. 
This is what has been termed in discussions as the ‘“‘user’’ basis, in 
contrast with the Terminal proposal for a flat charge of its own fix- 


ing.

‘*3. In consideration of the city’s 
receiving the Eads Bridge and 
tunnel, of course, the use of the 
railroad portion of the municipal 
bridge should be extended to the 
railroads, but this should not be 
done in such a way that they can 
tie up the use of the bridge in the 
Same way that they have been able 
to tie up the use of the Eads and 
Merchants bridges.

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EARL OF DUNRAVEN, FAMOUS 
SPORTSMAN, DIES IN LONDON 


Twice Competed for America’s 
Cup; Was in Senate of the 
Irish Free State.

LONDON, June 15.—The Far! 
of Dunraven and Mount, once fa- 
mous a8 a sportsman, died yester- 
day. The Earl twice sent 90-foot 
yachts across the Atlantic in un- 
successful efforts to bring back to 
Great Britain the America’s cup. 

When the Irish Free State was 
set up President Cosgrave made 
Lord Dunraven a member of the 
Senate. He resigned his seat early 
this year because of ill health. 


Founded Estes Park. 


DENVER, Colo., June 15.—The 
Earl of Dunraven was known here 
as the founder of Estes Park, Colo.. 
now the heart of the Rocky Moun- 
tain National Park region. In 
1875 Lord Dunraven became im- 
pressed with the beauty of that sec- 
tion of the Colorado Rockies and 
purchased about 6000 acres of land 
from settlers for a game preserve. 
Members of the British nobility, fa- 
mous scouts and Indian fighters 
later frequented the Dunraven 
ranch, which he established at the 
entrance to the park. Annually 
Lord Dunraven and his family, with 
a few of his British friends, would 
visit the estate to hunt and fish. 
Among tht Western characters he 
entertained were William F. “Buf- 
falo Bill’’ Cody and Kit Carson. 

Lord Dunraven sold his Estes 
Park estate in April, 1904, to F. 
O. Stanley of Newton, Mass.

Sunlight, air and cleanliness are 
necessities for a healthy home. In 
selecting a spot on which to build, 
see that drainage of the ground is 
perfect, high enough for sewerage 
to work perfectly, no standing wa- 
ter about and that foliage ig not 
close enough to the house to create 


dampness. In selecting an apart- 
ment, make sure that a_ good 
draught can be obtained right 


through the rooms, that plumbing 
is good, walls painted instead of be- 
ing papered if possible, and as it- 
tle ventilation from inner courts as 
can be managed. These few sug- 
gestions will help in avoiding evils 
if followed and prepare the way 
for adoption of greater hygienic 
methods discovered at the big con- 
vention.

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Early Preserving Days. 

FEW rules for preserving sea- 
A son must be adhered to to in- 

sure success. The _ shallow, 
wide, porcelain-lined kettle is best, 
the graniteware kettle is second 
choice. The glass jars should be 
cleaned and new rubbers in readi- 
ness. Jam 
should be clean, warm and dry. 
melting, labels and covers should 
be at hand, also wooden spoons 
for stirring, an enamelware skim- 
mer, a stainless steel knife and a 
glass knife for preparing the fruit 
and an enamel tray to fill the jars. 
Squares of cheesecloth to use in 
place of dish towels, a long- 
handled, two-tine fork to handle 
fruit with are all needed during 
the preserving season. Measuring 
cups and good _ scales are also 
among the necessities. 

We may start our season with 
the making of rhubarb jelly. Take 
18 or 20 stalks of fresh rhubarb, 
wash and cut it up in short lengths. 
Cover it with boiling water and 
let stand eight minutes. Drain, 
cover with fresh hot water, add a 
chopped tart apple, skin, seeds and 
all, and cook gently until the rhu- 
barb is soft. Strain carefully. Add 
a cupful of sugar to every cupful 
of juice, then boil, skim and try
